TAX RATE MED AT 7 MUMS 


BY THE TOWM COUNCIL AT ITS 


REGULAR APRIL MEETING. 


Same Rate as Last Year—Getfgt 


Stroup Elected Policeman—Other 


Work at Meeting. 


The Town Council met in regular 


session on Tuesday evening of las( 
week and the most important matter 
to all the citizens of the town was the 
fixing of the tax rate, which* up m mo- 
tion was fixed at 4 1-2 mills for gen- 
eral purposes and 2 1-2 mills for spe- 
cial purjMjses being the same rate as 
last year. 


The amount of assessed valuation 


of property in Gettysburg available 
for 
taxation purposes for 1911 
is 


$1,379,300 and the 4 1-2 mill rate is 
estimated to yield $5500 and with re- 
ceipts from liquor licenses of $800, 
from hack and all kinds of licenses 
and permits $900, and from pole and 
car tax $200, a total revenue of $7,- 
450 is estimated to be in sight for 
1911. 


The expenditures are estimated as 


follows: police $1080, road commis- 
sioner .$420, market master and jani- 
tor $250, auditors $35, engineer $400, 
water rent $400, light $2500, tax on 
loans $110. board of health $300, gas 
$300, streets, highways and miscella- 
neous $1925, a total of $7450, the 
amount of revenue. 


The special tax yielding $3200 is 


estimated to take care of interest on 
bonded indebtedness and pay-a matur- 
ing bond. 


Six coimrilmen were present at the 


meeting. Butt, Armor and Codori of 
the first ward, Kitzmiller aurt Shealer 
of the second ward and Koch of the 
third ward. By reason of the absence 
of President Trostle, Councilman Eutt 
was elected presiding officer.

month. 


The ordinance ordaining West end 


of West Middle street was continued 
until Friday evening, April 7, by rea- 
son of lack of required number of 
members present to pass a street or 
alley ordinance. 


A motion prevailed that the ordi- 


nance committee present to council an 
ordinance 
prohibiting 
the 
erection 


hereafter of porches and bay windows 
on the street or sidewalks. 


The property committee was direct 


ed to purchase suction hose, feroles 
and gaskets for the fire engine. 


The finance' committee 
reported 
that the Eichelberger .fund secured 
on the L. D. Miller property on Cham- 
bersburg street had been paid off and 
had been reloaned on first mortgage 
security to J. I. Mumper on the farm 
in Cumberland township recently pur- 
chased. Amount of fund $3325. The 
report of the committe was approved, 
loan being considered perfectly se- 
cure.

Council then adjourned. 


At the meeting of the Town Coun- 


cil on Friday evening, Mrs; Danner 
Buehler. Mrs. Wm. Troxell, Mrs. Mau- 
rice McCullough and Mrs. John Shel- 
laman appeared and protested against 
the street scrapings on the main 
streets being placed in front of their 
properties on East Middle street, de- 
claring that it was unsanitary and 
odor was objectionable. The council 
explained that the hauling of scrap- 
ings was for purpose of improving 
the street but as it had proved objec- 
tionable 
a 
motion 
carried 
unani- 


mously that no more scrapings be 
hauled to East 
Middle street but 


should be taken to Broadway instead. 


The question of an ordinance tor- 


bidding wooden buildings in central 
part of town was discussed at length 
and a motion prevailed that the ordi- 
nance committee be instructed to pre- 
pare and submit an ordinance forbid- 
dhig structures of wood or other in- 
flammable material or wooden roofs 
within three blocks of the Centre 
Square and no buildings of wood more 
than 15x15 or equivalent size in any 
other part of the town. This was 
deemed necessary to protect the towii 
in any outbreak of fire. 


An ordinance forbidding the erec- 


tion of any porches on the pavements 
also passed 
An old ordinance per- 


mitted four feet porches with the re- 
sult that pavements are very narrow 
at many points for pedestrians. Steps 
are not allowed to extend more than 
three feet on pavement. Bay windows 
on first, floor are prohibited by ordi- 
nance, but on second floor ai e allow- 
ed to extend thirty inches. The pro 
vision of the old ordinance was for 
twenty inch bay windows on the first 
floor.

Lincoln Way Bill Again Presented. 


At the opening session of the 62nd 


Congress last week Congressman D 
F. Lafean presented the bill for the 
"Lincoln Way" which has been offer- 
ed in the two preceeding congresses. 


The bill for the "Lincoln Way" is 


favored by many of the national leg- 
islators. There is a growing senti- 
ment for the nation to provide a suit- 
able memorial to the martyred presi- 
dent and it is expected to be crystal- 
ized during the present congress. At 
the last session or the law-making 
body a commission, including Presi- 
dent Taft, was created to consider 


[ plans for the selection of the proposed 
memorial wnether it be a monument, 
highway, bridge or any other struc- 
ture. 


There are a large number of advo- 
cates for the erection of a monument 
in Washington at a cost of several mil 
lion dollars. The promoters of the 
highwayare perfecting their plans to 
the end that in the event the impos- 
ing structure is reared, it be placed 
at a point to mark the beginning of 
the proposed road. 


The Lafean bill provides for the ap- 


propriation of $3,000,000, or as much 
as is necessary, for the proposed road 
which is to be not less than 200 
feet wide. Provision is also made for 
the building of an appropriate archi- 
tectural entrance in Washington and 
a fitting terminal on the Gettysburg 
battlefield. The improvements are to 
be made under the direction of a com- 
mission, the members of which are to 
be appointed by the president. 1 he 
chief executive also is invested with 
the authority to fix the compensation 
and term ot the commissioners.

Judge Swope Files Opinion in Equity 


Case Over Right of Way Ob. 


strticted by Fence. 


An Interesting equity case was con- 


cluded last week when the decree of 
the court was complied with and all 
costs paid to Sheriff Fissel. The case 
was that of Edward F. Straley against 
Frank Hartlaub and it involved the 
title and use of a right of way which 
the defendant had closed wfth a tence. 
The facts appear by the opinion and 
decree of the court as follows: 


The plaintiff and defendant own ad- 


joining tracts ot land in Mt. Joy 
tOA-nship. They each hold title under 
a common ancestor, one Jacob Stra- 
ley. 
who in 1864 was the owner of 


both the land of plaintiff and defend- 
ant. 
.March 31. 1864, Jacob Straley 


conveyed to one John Reck 42 acres 
of farm land now owned by the plain- 
tin and he retained until" his death 
in 1SG6, the land now owned by the 
defendant. Uy legal and proper trans- 
fer the land of John Reck became 
vested in the plaintiff July 1st. 1»10, 
and the land retained by Jacob Stra- 
ley by legal and proper transfer be- 
came vosu-i! in the defendant March 
29, 1897. 


In 1864 when Straley conveyed the 


land now owned by plaintiff to Reck 
he established or opened a private 
road or rigut of way over his remain- 
ing land, now owned by the defendant 
as a means of ingress and egress to 
the publis road leading from the pike 
to Bonneauville. This was a right of 
way necessarily established by Stra- 
ley and constituted the only means of 
access to the land fold, to Reck. The 
plaintiff and his predecessors in title 
have continuously used said private 
road over forty years. It always has 
been and still is the only means of 
appioach from said land to a public 
road. 
It was an open, visible and. 


permanently established right of way 
at time defendant purchased his land 
in March, 1897. 


In December 1910 the defendant ob- 


structed this right ot way by erect- 
ing across it a heavy post and wire 
fence, thus completely preventing the 
pontiff's use of same This -obstruc- 
tion the defendant refused to remove 
although requested by the plaintiff to 
do so and refused to allow the plain- 
tiff _ro ..remove -it_. The defendant is 
insistent on his right to maintain the 
same and make it a permanent ob- 
struction to the irreparable damage of 
the plaintiff. By reason of the incon- 
venience he has suffered on acount 
of this obstruction from the time of 
filing this bill to the present time we 
find to be not less than $45. 


Although the pleadings deny the 


plaintiff's right to the use of this 
right of way yet the testimony is un- 
disputed and the facts as found in no 
sense or way needed the interposition 
of a jury. The right of the plaintiff 
to the free and uninterrupted use of 
this way or road over the land of the 
defendant as a necessary means of in- 
gress and egress from and to the pub- 
lic road is clear and unquestioned by 
a single word of testimony. It has 
always been so used. It is a servitude 
or easement for the benefit of a por- 
tion of his land sold to another and 
now owned by the 
plaintiff. 
This 


right of way being open, visible, per- 
manent and notorious at the time of 
the defendant's purchase of his land 
he received it subject to this right of 
way of the plaintiff and has no right 
in any way to interfere with it. We 
have found there was no occasion for 
an action at law to determine the 
plaintiff's right because that is clear, 
established as it is by positive and 
uncontradicted evidence. And as this 
is an interference or nuisance to a 
right of way, the law can afford no 
adequate remedy at law. The plaintiff 
is entitled to a remedy that will re- 
store his uninterrupted ingress and 
egi ess, to his property. 


It is ordered, adjudged and decreed 


that the defendant, Frank Hartlaub 
forthwith remove the fence and all 
obstructions placed by him upon the 
right of way of the plaintiff over his 
land and that hereafter he the said 
defendant or any of his faimily, his 
servants or agents are hereby per- 
petually 
enjoined 
from obstructing 


said right of way in any manner 
whatever and from iuterferine in any 
way with the fro? and uninterrupt- 
enjoyment of said 
i oad or right of 


way by the plaintiff, his family, ser- 
vants, employees, heirs and .a'ssigns 
It is also ordered that the defendant 
shall forthwith pav the plaintiff the 
sum of $45 for damage and incon- 
venience caused to plaintiff by reason 
of this obstruction and also'that he 
shall pay the co<f- of this proceed- 
ing.

THE SOLE SURVIVING CAPTAIN 
TELLS AN INTERESTING STORY 


Of the System of Taking Care of 


Fugitive Slaves Before 


the War. 


Hiram E. Wertz of Quincy, Frank- 


lin county at a recent meeting of the 
Kittochtinny Historical Society of his 
county told his experiences as a cap- 
tain -of the Underground Railroad. 
which ran through Adams county. 


Mr. Wertz cannot say wnen toe "Un- 


dei"round Railroad was established, 
but presumes it was originated in the 
Philadelphia station, as that city car- 
ed for more fugitives than any "other 
place along the borders of the slave- 
land, due to friends or Quakers resid- 
ing there and in Chester and Dela- 
ware counties. Pa. 
Philip Garret, a 


Quaker, who resided near Wilmington 
in thp State of DHfiware, it i? relat 
ed 
assisted 550 bondsmen on their 


wav to fredom, and paid over $25,000 
in behalf of them. 


In the latter part of 1S:JT, when Mr. 
enic was a lad, there came to his 


father's house in Quincy. a school 
toa< her named Matthew Dobbin, the 
?<m ot an Associate Reformed minis- 
ter of near Gettysburg. It is a coin- 
cidence that on his father's farm, ol 
which .Matthew Dobbin became heir.

Becoming an inmate of 
the Wprtz home, Mr. Dobbin resided 
theie until his death in 1855.

eial years in helping runaway slaves 
esi.tpe to the north. He said "he was 
go!tins; old and feeble and wanted me 
to snueed him. . 1 readily assented 
to this," <?a\s Mr. "W ertz, "and bec.ime 
caniam of one or the stations of the 
remarkable Underground Railroad." 


.Mr. Wertz was fuither stimulated 


in his wort by the arrest of five col- 
on d men \\iio were taken temporarily 
to the village hotel 
Hearing of this 


Mr. Dobbin rallied some of the citi- 
zens ot the better class, saying that 
w n h them at his back he "could de- 
mand the liberation of the fugitives.

The captors it turned out were citi-

working along with William 
Mam- 


mett, then superintendent of Steven's 
furnace, which was located two miles 
to the erst of Greenwood. 


"It would have been a sorrowful 


time for any one to have ventured 
into ihis neighborhood with the idea 
of attempting to arrest any of the fu- 
gitives. 


"From this point they were piloted 


through the mountains by way of Pine 
Grove furnace to Mt. Holly and Boil- 
ing Springs, and from there they were 
sent 
safely 
over 
the 
Susquehanna 


river. My personal knowledge of them 
ended at Greenwood. 


"Prom the time I first assumed the 


captaincy cf the Underground Rail- 


infant 
road 
in 18i3, I piloted at least forty- 


five to fifty negroes, none of whom, to 
my knowledge, was captured and le- 


our village. 
He hid a very likelv 


colored 1:oy as servant, about fifteen 
years old. This doctor was not suc- 
cessful in his practice and had bad 
habits. Finally his circumstances b* 
came of the worst, financially. The 
colored boy disappeared and the doc- 
tor said he had run away, but I was 
told by the man wno had given me 
the informal ion in the incident previ- 
ously related, that the physician had 
^old the boy to them for ?100 and they 
had taken him to Hagerstown and dis- 
posed of him there for $1,000. 


"There were frequent sales of fugi- 


tive slaves in Hagerstown, men buy- 
ing them there for plantation owners 
in the south and being altogether un- 
scrupulous as to whether the negroes 
bought were bond or free. The fugi- 
tives I came in contact with almost 
all frankly enough said that they had 
had fairly 
kind masters and they 


would not have run away from them, 
except for the reason their masters 
were becoming poor and were finding 
it necessary to sell their slaves. Those 
I helped to the north were afraid they 
might be sold to hard task masters. 
and rather than submit to this had 
started to Ihe north 


"There were other trains followed 


by the fugitives. One led along the 
eastern side of the South Mountain, 
with stations 
among 
the 
Quakers 


about Bendorsville. Adams county, Pa. 
The principal station further east was 
Philadelphia where tne Quaker senti- 
ment and settlement were both strong. 


Mr. Wertz said: "To my personal 


knowledge I am the sole surviver of 
the captains of the Underground Rail- 
road, and it is also a fact that all who 
engaged in ihe nefarious work of cap- 
turing fugitive slaves also passed to

are the President, the judiciary of the 
United States, Congress, all Govern- 
ors. special guests from all nations as 
Peace Envoys, accredited delegates 
•soldiers and citizens. 
The speakers 


would be the President, a chaplain, a 
poet of the day and an orator of the 
clay, with a male choius of 5.000 voices 
unifoimed as a living flag, to sing pa- 
triotic sonas.

The immense operations of the nur- 


series are apparent from the figures. 
As said, Mr. Brock is entitled to very 
much of the credit for this result. He

a very diligent and an extensive trav- 
eler. He has been in every range of 
mountains east of the Mississippi river 
and is thoroughly conversant with 
their trees. -It has often been said 
that he knows as much of tree life or 
plant life in this slate as any other 
man.
